a. Air Conditioners (continued item): A policy decision is still 
required as to what shall be co nsider ed as "Headquarters approval" 
which is the basis cited in the ^^■regulations. 


b. Furniture Requirements (new item): This office is continuing to 
receive individual requests for items of hous ehold furniture required to 
be furnished in accordance with^^^^^^H C&R. Staff has indicated 
verbally that they will not be able to obtain firm funded future require- 
ments for this type of equipment . These individual orders are creating 
a definite hardship in the Special Purchase Branch. Notwithstanding the 
fact that the requests are being submitted individually, we are obtaining 
discounts up to 50$ when the delivery time specified by the Operating 
Division permits procurement and delivery from furniture manufacturers. 
However, it has been necessary in many instances to purchase from local 
sources here in Washington in order to meet the short deadlines specified. 
In these cases it is not always possible to obtain the required items 
from the limited number of discount sources available, and oftentimes it 
is necessary to procure directly from retail sources such as Sears, 
Roebuck and Co.
